Unless you break them or set them 
on fire, they'll last forever. That’s the 
sales pitch the recording industry 
used to convince North America to 
switch from vinyl records to CDs 
But, as anyone who owns a hairy 
dog or cat knows, CDs do skip. And 
as anyone who uses them to store 
computer files knows, digital data 
stored on them eventually vanishes 
ina mysterious phenomenon called 
“data rot.” “With proper care this 
Compact Dise will last a lifetime,” 
promised the packaging on the first 
digital recordings. Now experts 
wonder whether they’ II make it 20 
years. 

Without discussion or debate 
humanity has committed itself to the 
wholesale digitalization of its collec- 
tive cultural and historical informa- 
tion base. Music, movies, manu- 
scripts, everything from letters 
between presidents to merchants’ 
financial transactions are currently 
created and stored in strictly digital 
form—a development that fulfills 
George Orwell's prophecy that his- 
tory would become mutable, now 
with a few keystrokes. Even more 
terrifying than the likelihood that the 
digitalization of history will be 
abused in the service of tyranny is 
the certainty that we are setting the 
stage for the greatest loss of knowl- 
edge since the destruction of the 
Royal Library at Alexandria. 

Data is created in a bewildering 
variety of programs, even within the 
same type of application (say, word 
processing). Few are interchange- 
able, differing operating systems 
conflict within the same program, 
and they go out of date with alarm- 
ing speed. Files created in WordPer- 
fect, until fairly recently the nation’s 
dominant word processing pro- 
gram, are quickly becoming as irre- 
trievable as ragtime songs recorded 
on brown wax phonograph cylin- 
ders. It is conceivable that a few 
librarians will keep around some 
antique Wangs and Commodore 64s 
in order to access digital archives. 
And a tiny proportion of data will be 
transferred and adapted to successor 
formats. But for most computer 
users, data created on obsolete soft- 
ware and hardware might as well 
have never existed.

Throughout, we are treated to the 
intricacies of auction houses and 
how private deals go down; we see 
how collectors carefully store rather 
than display famous works as they 
anticipate the latest swings in the 
market—which, incidentally, 
behaves much like that of stocks 
and commodities trading, with cer- 
tain artists referred to as “blue-chip’ 
and with the Japanese, of course, 
accounting for a third of “invest- 
ments.” 


FRIGHTWIGGING 
IMPLICATION 

As far as an appreciation of aes- 
thetics goes, though, Polsky aims for 
a “Frightwig” mainly because that’s 
all he can afford, which, to his cred- 
it, he admits: “An artist's later 
work... becomes valuable more as a 
function of the scarcity of the early 
work than the quality of the late 
work,” 

When Polsky does attempt to dis- 
cuss the merits of art as art as 
opposed to art as commodity, it 
reads like a rather pedestrian paper 
for Art History 101—although, once 
again he unintentionally illuminates 
the nature of his business: “While 
[Warhol's] “Campbell's Soup Cans” 
and “Brillo Boxes” are a meditation 
on the joys and visual stimulation of 
shopping, the Tunafish Disasters’ 
are a dark reflection on our con- 
sumerist society.” 

Funny, that—so is this book. Of 
course, one could argue that all of 
this is in keeping with the spirit of 
Warhol's career, where the studio 
became a Factory and no commis- 
sion was turned down. And you'd 
be right, but one man’s vision, no 
matter how original it may be, 
doesn’t preclude it from becoming a 
pathogen—and a society in which 
one of the oldest, most powerful 
means of communication lies bub- 
ble-wrapped in a storeroom, wait- 
ing for its market-value to appreci- 
ate, is a sick one indeed.

THANKS IN PART TO THE MANNER IN 
which he produced his “paintings,” 
(silkscreens), and to his never having met a 
wealthy benefactors’ chequebook he didn't 
like (thus, over-saturating the market with 
his commissioned portraits), plus a fascina- 
tion with celebrity culture that lead to such 
decidedly non-serious pursuits (by art world 
standards) as managing a rock band, starting 
a magazine, and even appearing on The Love 
Boat, all combined to keep the value of Andy 
Warhol's work at astonishingly low prices— 
fora time 

In I Bought Andy Warhol, Richard Polsky 
writes, “Since Warhol's average yearly out- 
put numbered in the hundreds, collectors 
felt no sense of urgency and tended to put 
off filling the Warhol gap in their collec- 
tions.” 

Of course, that all changed with the 
artist's unexpected demise following routine 
gall-bladder surgery in 1986. Below are fig- 
ures compiled by Polsky detailing the appre- 
ciation of Warhol works; the first number 
corresponds to a painting's value (US dol-

Polsky says, “This designation includes over 
two hundred thousand people who went to 
art school and received BFA. degrees. The

THE ART OF NOISE 
Deciphering Bouchard’s music is 
slightly easier if you approach every 
album as a truly unique project, kind 
of the aural equivalent of a perfor- 
marice art happening. Although he 
eschews actual bands (“1 don’t like 


the band-type situation,” he states, 
without offering further explana- 
tion), Bouchard is a keen collabora- 
tor, and while a good deal of the 
project is made up of soundwaves, 
he is just as fastidious about the 
physical entity. 

“For the original release of On 
Vacation, I handmade 700 booklets, 
printed and binded them by hand,” 
he explains. “I wanted a ‘playbill’- 
type booklet. The goal was to do 
something like you'd get when you 
went to the theatre, to go along with 
the concept.” Artist Daniel Gibson 
mimicked Bouchard’s cut-and-paste 
musical process for Volume One in 
the disturbing-but-lovely collage 
illustrations that accompany the 
record. 

“Disc one has this ‘20s, ‘30s nostal- 
gic sound, where Id be using sam- 
ples and found bits, collage-type 
music, with political satire and dark 
lyrics,” he says. “In contrast, the sec- 
ond disc is sunny pop songs that 
were sort of sarcastic, though people 
don’t think they’re sarcastic. The pop 
songs by themselves are meaning- 


less, and just satire might turn peo- 


ple off, so the double release gets it 
out there. Together it makes sense

MOST PROFESSIONS DEMAND A COURSE 
of study before you get to join the ranks. Of 
course, many people consider the arts to be 
an exception to that rule, but Vancouver- 
based musician Joel Kroeker contends that 
the academic approach yields good results. 

“| got to interview amazing artists while | 
was working on my thesis,” says Kroeker, 
wha did his Masters in Ethnomusicology and 
Popular Music Studies at the University of 
Alberta. “I was studying ‘the Canadian 
Singer-Songwriter.”” While the government 
helped out with the bills, Kroeker got to dis- 
sect people—academically speaking—like 
Bruce Cockburn. 

He must have picked up something 
worthwhile. His debut, last year’s 
Melodrama, was rapturously received by the 
likes of CBC and CKUA, with the Alberta 
radio station going so far as to name it top 
record of 2004. He toured with Australian- 
legend Paul Kelly, Sarah Harmer, and Hawk- 
sley Workman, and reformed metal queen 
Lee Aaron recorded some of his songs. A 





new DVD release, Ham & Cheese, which fea- 
tures a couple of the Kids in the Hall, boasts a 
Kroeker number and his video for the tune 
even ranks as a Special Feature. 

The most satisfying part of doing well, 
according to Kroeker, is being able to rein- 
vest in his music career. “This is my first time 
going out on tour with a band, because it's 
the first time | can afford it,” he confesses. 
“es great, because | can-get the full sound of 
Melodrama,” 

Having three multi-instrumentalists on 
stage with him also enables Kroeker to play 
around a little with arrangements for new 
material. He’s been writing steadily and has 
accumulated a bunch of fresh songs destined 
for his sophomore release next year.
